3. That Applicant, pursuant to the provisions ofKRS 278.023, seeks (i) a Certificate of 
Public Convenience and Necessity ("CPCN"), permitting Applicant to construct a sewer 
improvement project (the "Project"); (ii) an Order approving increased sewer rates; and (iii) approval 
of the proposed plan of financing said Project. 

4. That the Project consists of the upgrading and replacing of the existing pump stations 
and the installation of approximately 925 linear feet of small diameter gravity sewer lines. 

5. That Applicant proposes to finance the construction of the Project through (i) the 
issuance of $133,000 of its Waterworks and Sewer Revenue Bonds; (ii) a USDA, Rural 
Development ("RD") grant in the amount of $74,000; and (iii) an Appalachian Regional 
Commission grant in the amount of $218,000. Applicant has a commitment from RD to purchase 
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
